Particulars of the Negotiations. 

On the morning of Mondsy, January 234, 
a flag of truce left the French lines, and was 
met by the Germans. The bearer delivered 
- a letter from Jules Favre, addressed to Count 
Bismarck. At noon the missive reached Ver- 
sailles, and was placed in the hands of Bis- 
marck. It requested permission for Fayre to 
come to Versailles. Bismarck replied that he 
might. At ten o’clock the same night the 
Prussian Premier applied to the Emperor of 
Germany for permission to hold an interview 
withhim. Favre spent the night at the quar- 
ters of the Lieutenant of Police. The next 
day, before poop, January ith, 
a council of war was held 
to consider Favre’s mission. General

were present, in addition to the Emperor 
William, who presided. The council lasted 
two hours, and the result of the deliberations

Over Sixty Persons Killed 
Outright and Drowned. 


The Passengers All Asleep at the 


Time of the Accident. 


A Horrid Affair. 


MEMPHI6, Jan. 28,—The steamer W. R. Ar- 
thur, from New Orleans for Louisville, which 
left here at a late hour lest night, 
her boilers 14 miles above at 1:30 this mofn- 
ing, tearing away the forward cabin and texas. 
She then took fire and burned until the bow 
sunk. The night was intensely dark. After 
the explosion, most of the passengers rushed 
down to the lower deck and many in confu- 
sion jumped into the river and were drowned. 
Whenghe bow gunk the waves washed the 
lower déck, sweeping offall gathered there. 

THE CAPTAIN'S STATEMENT. 

Captain Harry Brolaski, commander, says 
he bad retired a balf hour before. Hearing 
the explosion, he felt himself lifted up and 
kvuocked down by the debris of the texas, 
which fellon him. He managed to extricate 
bimself; got an axe and cut his way out, sav- 
ing himself and his wife and child, whom he 
took to the ladies’ cabin and left in charge of 
Capt. Aleck Frayser. The cabin took fire 
several times, but be and a-few others suc- 
ceeded in extinguishing it. Had the cabin 
passengers remaised there, all would have 
been saved, but owiug to their fright, nearly 
all rushed down stairs. Capt. Brolaseki’s leg 
was badly twisted, asd he has several contu- 
sions about the head, His wife and her little 
sister are seriously injured. 

CAPT. FRAYSER'’S STATEMENT. 

Captain J. A. Frayger, of Cincinnati, who 
Was a p@sesenger, says that be and his wife 
were in bed, but not asleep, when the explo- 
sion took place. He heard a fearful noise 
and ran Out on the guards. After telling his 
wife that the boat bad blown up, and saw the 
state of affaire, he rushed back into the cabin, 
ard found that the Jadies had all left but his 
wife and Mrs. Brolaski. He@nen learned that 
some one had run off with the life-boat, and 
he then turned bis attention to putting out 
the fire. Hisfeet were badly frozen, but, be- 
youd this, he and his wife escaped unhurt. 

ASSISTANCE, 

About 5 o’clock this morning Capt. Ed. Da- 
beke, of the tug Repont, heard a man hallow- 
ing outin the river. A ekifl went out and 
took him off a cotton bale. He proved to be 
one of the survivors, and told of the accident. 
Steam was immediately raised on the tugs 
Little Giant and Repont and the ferry-boat 
Excelsior, which proceeded to the scene, pick- 
ing vp eeverel on cotton baies and planks on 
the way,and bronghbt ali that could be found 
to the city, most of whom were half naked 
and chillea, and a large bumber badly burt.

Tt must be admitted, as far as we yet 
know to the contrary, that the conduct of 
M. Faves, and his associates in the Pro- 
visional Government, has been good. No 
revolution was ever accomplished by more 
peacetul means than that which put them 
in power, and they appear to have used 
their power with patriotism. It will be 
curious to note how their efforts are ap~ 
preciated by the French people. They 
have had a hard strain to endure, but the 
hardest 1s yet to come. 


Our article ot Saturday was written be- 
fore we had seen the text of Judge Sra.p- 
rxo’s bill for the suppresmon of acts of 
violence in Kentucky.

Paris has fallen, and Paris i is France. 

What next? 

Shall we have NAPoLEon back again, 
as the only power capable of restoring the 
country and consolidating its scattered el- 
ements once more, or will the Republic 
hold its own; and, it eo, how? Or may 
Count Bismarck undertake the work of 
reconstruction, WitD the Prince Imperial 
anda regency? Those best acqualteda 
with France seem to have no answer to 
give us. A republic is, we are told, im- 
possible. Sois a monarchy and so isimpe- 
rialism. The question has been suggested 
whetner there is anything to make us sure 
that the let of France will be any better 
than that of the ordinary Spanish repub- 
lic, unable to guide itselt, torn with violent 
passions, incapable alike of supporting and 
ot dispensing with liberty. Two parties, 
as in the Spapish republic, will be above 
all prominent, There will be the Social. 
ist Republicans and the partisans ol 
the clergy. The Republicans of 
Marseilles and Lyons expel priests, shut up 
clerical schools, forbid the circulation of 
clerical newspapers. The bishops and 
their priests look on Garibaldians as male-- 
factors, invent a thousand rumors to the 
discredit of the revolutionary chiefs, and in- 
culcate the doctrine that the Republic is 
» but a noxious weed, which cannot survive 
the war, and certainly, as we may well be- 
lieve, Such a peace as that which it has 
been compelled to make. 

The articles of M. Lasov.ay in the 
Fortnightly Review and the Pall Mall 
Gazette, andthe very thoughtful and in- 
structive papers published from time to 
time in St. Paul’s Magazine and the Satur- 
day Review, fall short of any solution that 
seems more than plausible. The driit of 
English opinion is adverse to the hopes ot 
the BonararRTEes. The Lond@® Times 
seems to be of the opinion that the Or- 
leapists may be reseated in the Govern- 


ment, wlilst Karu BLIND, a very shrewd 
observer, expresses the opinion that peace 
will result in a universal Democracy..

Thus we behold the familiar epectacle of 
two extremes 
end. We find the zealots of the White 
Man’s party.in Kentucky fabricating ma- 
terial for the use of the zealots of the 
Black Man's. oligarchy in Congress. .We 
feel ourselyes disfigured and shorn of our 
strength, an object of apology and not of 
pride with our friends in other States, and 
a producer of Radical campaign materia) 
for the Presidential canvass of next year. 

Instead of ranking first, and leading off as 
the model of loca) peace and order by 
which the whole Union is to be restored 
under Democratic auspices, we may have 
to take a back seat in our National Con- 

vention, confessing that, as we could not 
keep our own house in order, we are 
in no situation to prescribe a method 
for the better regulation of the 
households .of other people. This is 
tLe future we are marking out for ourselves, 
and it wilhbe both suze and destructive 
unless we take the bull by the horns now, 
and act with such celerity and vigor as 
will bring about a powerful reaction; a re- 
action strong enough to suppress every 

demonstration of organized lawlessness; 
the reaction of public opinion and the 
reign of justice, boldly and sharply ecxe- 
cuied by ourselves, and not by the Federal 
government. 

The prompt revision of our rules of evi- 
dence is fundamental and essential. The 
passage of a special act, giving the Execu- 
tive extraordinary powers apd resources, 
is likewise indispensable. Then, with 
these means at his command, let Governor 
LESLIE go back upon the capacity and the 
principle of State sovereignty if he dares. 

This 1s thes assertion of genuine State 
sovereignty, and the only exercise of the 
piinciple of local self-government which 
has any power to stay the course of the 
Radical policy of centralization. 

The Terms ot: Peace. 

If we can rely upon the dispatches {rom 
Versailles, and there seem to be many 
reasons for crediting them, the terms de- 
manded by Count BismarcK are bard. 
They go so far in their exactions that, un: 
less the absolute subjugation and annexa- 
tion of France were undertaken, they could 
hardly go much. further. And yet, one 
can not wonder that the Germans should 
- deterniine to reumburse themselves for their 
losses and s@cripple the Frevch peo, le in 
their resources as to render futare contro - 
versy impossible. 

Thig, then, as far as the physical aspect 
of the case extends, is the finale of that 
grand burst of fanaticism which, sx 
months ago, hurled a. glittering, paste. 
board tabric against an establishment the 
most solid and sinewy inthe world—it is 
the end of the beautiful vision of Glory 
and the Rhine, which has solong fired the 
dreams of Fratice. 

Two months back it would not have 
been safe for any Government in France 
to have undertaken to negotiate on the 
basis whieh now appears to be all that is 
leit the Provisional authorities. But the 
events of the last fortnight must have 
made it tolerably certain to the French 
people, what has been for a much longer 
time obvious to the outer world, that re— 
sistance is hopeless; that France is pros- 
trate and powerless, at the mercy of the 
invader, who may rend her or hold her as 
he will. ‘Phe nation is not without re- 
sources sufficient to pay all that is demand- 
ed by Count Bismarck. Nor could the 
Germans be expected to abandon Alsace 
and Lorraine atter what has happened. 
The terms are thus hard but inevitable. 
Dismantiement will not suffice. Cession, 


therefore, is indispensable, and we may be 
sure that the Prussian leader will make 


cool and quick work of it, leaving France 
and «the rest of the world to think what 
they please. 

This is a great opportunity for the Ger- 
mans aud they mean toimprove it. They 


~ 


‘May split not only into political factions, 
but into territorial sections dominated by 
these factions. The Spanish Republics are 
always baviog Jittle bits carved out of them 
in which some one who disagrees with 
some one else finds a home. What is to 
prevent the same spectacle from crowning 
the defeat which culminates in the tele- 
grams which we publish to-day? 

It is impossible to arrive at any con- 
clusion. Conjecture pauses and stands 
agbast before the dismal spectacle. The 
mind contents itself for the moment gazing 
in upon the opening depths ot Pans, while 
fancy runs on step by step picturing the 
worst that can happen. All that we can 
rely on to dispel the gloomy anticipations 
which the present state of France suggests 
isthat unknown inappreciable element of 
greatness and strength and coherence 
which a great nation shows itselt to pos- 
sess simply by being great—a pleasing 
though vague suggestion thrown out by 
the Saturday Review in an article rather 
more eloquent than instructive. We can- 
not state, any more than the Saturday Re- 
view, why we feel, but we still do feel, that 
France cannot somehow go to the bad in 
toto, and that things will in some way 
come right with such a people as the 
French. Still, in political speculation, we 
can only dwell on the facts that present 
tbemselves to us, and certainly the signs 
of the times in France are such as to in- 
spire much melancholy and much anxiety 
for a nation so passionate, so noble and so 
misled. The event which we abnounce 
this moraing is the beginning of an epoch, 
and, though we cannot foretell its conse- 
quences, we know that they must be prodi- 
gious. 


. The Case as at Stands. 
It is idle for any one to say that the out- 
rages which are occurring in certain parts 
ot Kentuéky can not be effectually stamped 
out.

Paris 

Unlike the sieges ot Sebastopol and 
Vicksburg, which, while they lasted, left 
much to surmise and speculation, the siege 
which has just terminated has been, from 
the first, a simple question of time, and not 
a great deal of time at that; for it was 
plain that a city so defended and so popu- 
lous could not hold out very long. 

A weary and almost unbroken series of 
disasters has led, by a sort of easy and nat- 
ural process, to the fall of Paris. The af- 
fairs which brought about the defeat and 
division of the army of the Loire; the de- 
structive and unexpected reverses at Ven- 
dome and Le Mans; the ready and sur- 
prising capture of Mont Avron, added to 
the joint influences of a terrific bombard- 
mentfrom the German batteries, and the 
still more dreadful pressure of famine in- 
side the walls of the beleaguered capital, 
contributed to dishearten the soldiers un- 
der TRocuu and to render successful sor- 
ties impossible. 

The bravest men cannot be relied on 
when useless death stares them in the face. 
Troops must have a purpose in fighting, 
and the best troops will retuse ito fight it 
they believe they have as little |chance of 
victory as they have for their lives. 
BRaGo’s army, composed of the veterans 
of Shilob, Murfreesboro and Chickamauga, 
was driven ignominiously from an impreg- 
nable position by the very force which 
it had vanquished in a square fight not 
two menths before. There was universal 
suspicion and detestation of the command- 
ing General, a beliet that service under him 
was a waste of blood and effort. And so, 
the troops fled pell-mell from the crest of 
Missionary Ridge. Itdoes not appear that 
Trocue had to encounter the distrust of

But these 
can be restored; and, excepting the envi- 
rons, such as the Bois, St. Cloud, St. Ger- 
mains, and St. Denis,Paris may slick her- 
selfand wear a very familiar aspect by 
the middle of next summer. 

There will be no sack. The works of 
art that remain in the Louvre and Lux- 
embourg are yet safe, and Count Bis- 
MARCK is too intelligent a man not to know 
that civilization will hold him account- 
able for their safekeeping. War 
is, perhaps, as brutal to-day 
as it ever was, and, calling ALARIC and the 
constable of Bourbon to mind, people re- 
garded the investment of Paris with a sort 
of horror. It was natural that they should 
think of Trrus and the Turk, of Goth and 
Vandal. We are improved in this, how- 
ever, over the barbaric ages, that we know 
what we are about, whilst the gentlemen 
who caused the pillage at Rome and Con- 
stantinople only consulted the temptation 
of the moment, and were, in a sense, igno- 
rant of any restraining cause, BISMARCK 
and Yon MouLrTKE are men of letters and 
liberal ideas, and, as Pans does not offer 
the same inducement to the spirit of rapine 
which fired the lust of the soldiers at Rome 
and Byzantium, we :nay look for a very 
orderly occupation. 

Paris has seen worse tumults than she wil! 
experience at the hands of the Germans. 
She has more to fear from herseli than from 
the victorious soldiery who will present. 
ly march through her streets. Her real 
danger will begin when the Prussian hand 
is withdrawn and she is turned Over to 
her own populace. If she escapes that 
we may yet behold in her the glory of 
modern art, culture, and enjoyment, and 
regard the events of the last six months 
only in the light of new and interesting 
features inviting afresh and with added 
allurements the student and the tourist. 

Perenisites. 

We were somewhat surprised that our 
correspondent, the Trimble-county clerk, 
should misconceive the purport of what we 
meant to be particularly perspicuous and 
distinct. Although written under this mis- 
conception, every line of his letter, and 
every item ot the data from which he rea- 
sons, is in support of the reform we urge. 
It was certainly no part of our meaning to 
rob the hali-paid clerks of the Common- 
wealth in the interest of that reform, but 
rather to equalize and place on a rational 
and business-like basis the compensation 
ot all the judiciary officers of the State. 
If our suggestions should be put in prac- 
tice, the pittance now received by this cor- 
respondent, and others of his unfortunate 
brothers, would become a part of the gen- 
eral revenue, and, regardless of the present 
value of their perquisites, each would be 
compensated in direct proportion to his 
services. We want no division of perqui- 
sites between clerks and judyes, for perqui- 
sites are abominations that we long to see 
disappear from Kentucky usage. Primarily 
we were advocating iuis measure for 
the relief of our judges, but in the light 
furnished by our correspondent it seems 
equally to the inerest of the clerks that it 
shauld be adopted. Regarding the sub-

resolved it shall have Wag benefit of thor- 
ough discussion; tor we belie 
necessary to sccure the desired en 
are confident that when fully intormed the 
people will not longer submit to the con- 
tinuance of the gross and bareful abuses 
now debasing their judiciary and consum- 
ing its efficiency and dignity like a 
great cancer. Let its tolly and 
iis mischief once be known, and 
it can no more survive than er- 
ror can withstand truth, than the 
fogs of night can resist the beneficent sun 
of morning. The Legislature now in ses- 
sion must answer to the people tor much 
worse than wasted money, aud for having 
as yet passed no single enactment of&any 
general interest and untility; but we think 
there is yet time to redeem itself in 
populer estimation by a prompt and judi- 
cious effort to check the degeneracy ot our 
judiciary. The preliminary stcp is in the 
direction we have indicated; until this is 
taken every Other measure must be nuga- 
tory. We interd from time to time to recur 
to this matter,and shall take pains to collect 
apd present to the public some rarely in- 
teresting and instructive data relating 
thereto,

If the time extends beyond this, the 
prosecution there must furnish some evidence of 
baving used due diligence, and prove that the de- 
fault was not tbroughb bis carelessness or neglect. 
In this country legal decisions have established 
the principle toat, if the holder does not present 
the check assoon asthe next day after he re- 
celves it, the delay ts at his own risk, unless ha 
can exculpate himself of negligence by further 
proof.
